A special niceting of the city coun- 
cll Will be hela tomorrow evening In 
the council chamber for the consid- 
eration of the application of the In- 
ternational Heating and Lighting 
Company, of Cleveland, Oho, for an 
artificial gas franchise. Notices call- 
ing the meeting were issued yesterday 
afternoon by His Worship. 

The application from this company 
has been before the Council for sev- 
eral weeks, but up to the present no 
progress has been made in the nego- 
tiations bey@nd the securing of pre- 
liminary information relative to the 
terme of ga8 agreements in other 
cities in the west. The commis- 
sioners have this information ready 
for the council and will submit it at 
the meeting tomorrow night The 
commissioners have no recommenda. 
tion to make dealing with the sub- 
ject. The negotiation of franchises 
is a matter entirely in the hands of 
the council.

CO-DEFENDANTS WITH ROYAL BANK 


Judgment was given by Judge Beck, in the 
morning, making the Alberta and Great Waterways Railway and the 
Weatern Canada Construction Com pany, co-defendants with the Royal 
Bank in the action brought egainst them by the Alberta Govern- 
ment, His Lordship suggested that the statement of defence should 
be amended to show why they had been brought into the suit. 

The Standard Trust Company was not included in the action, as 
the judge could see no reason on the evidence before them that they 
Should be included in the action. 

In his judgment the learned judge summed up the case,

pointing 
out that it Was in form an action for debt, but in substance and reality 
an action to recover a specific fund deposited with the bank, with 
certain trusts upon it, which trusts had been cancelled at the last 
session of the Legislature. His Lordship also foreshadowed the line 
of defence which would be followed by the interested pirties, 

1. That the Act of last session, as a matter of legal construction, 
falls short of freeing the money from the trusts adhering to it at the 
time of deposit. 

' 


2. The bank is the creature of the Dominion Government; it has 
its head office without Alberta; the money in question is both in fact 
and in law outside of Alberta, subject to the bank's interest; the 
money belongs to the Construction Company, also the creature of the 
Dominion Parliament. 


The act of last session does not expressly annul the contract be- 
tween the province and the Railway Company, and that under these 
circumstances, or some of them, the act of last 
and ultra vires. 

The defendant, the judge proceeded in giving judgment, is certainly 
entitled to have the worth of such a defence 
Court of the Empire, It of course has the 
the adding of other defendants, but itp is clear to me that justice de- 
mands that the Railway Company should be added as parties de- 
fendant, not only so that they may he bound by the ultimate decision 
in this action upon the defence indicated above and any other that 
the defendant Bank may raise, but also to enable themselves to raise 
all such grounds against the plaintiffs’ right to recover as they may 

be advised.

“Sir Donald Mann, Vice-President of 
the Canadian Northern Railway, finds 
in the agreement no cause for alarm. 
His opinion is of value, for he is a 
thoroughgoing railwayman, who knows 
his Canada. He was knighted last 
New Year's Day along with his partner 
Sir William MokKenaie, for his services 
in the development of Canadian trans- 
portation, 

Will Create More Business, 

Sir Donald made this statement for 
The Herald; 

“L believe no harm can come to our 
Canauian railways from this recipro- 
cily agreement. It is true that more 
traffic will flow southward across the 
boundary. On the other hand, the 
wider market opened to the products 
of the prairie Provinces will attract a 
greater number of settlers from Bur- 
ope and the United States, Their pre- 
sence will create more business for the 
Canadian railways east and west, as 
well as north and south. 

“At present the transportation of 
Canadian grain from the paint of ori- 
gin to the terminal elevators at Port 
Arthur and Fort William is in the 
hands of Canadian railways. But from 
these points eastward, to both Ameri- 
can and Canadian export points, it is 
largely carried by water. The Cana-

Protection No New Thing. 

To get the proper understanding of 
the tariff! reform movement there are 
two or three things that must be re- 
membered. First that protection is 
no neW thing in England. For many, 
many years the policy of England was 
protection, and when after a long and 
bitter fight the present policy of free 
trade first came jnto ful! force in 
1852, there stil) remained a large min- 
orlty, Who Were staunch protectionists. 
Under the influence of strong leaders 
such as Disraeli, who said that “pro- 
tection was not only dead but damn- 
ed,” and of Lord Salisbury, a free 
trader, that protectionist minority 
may have been quiescent and dor- 
mant, but it did not die When the 
leadership of the Conservative party 
fell into More yacillating hands, it be- 
came possible for a strong democratic 
HNeutepant not to invent a protective 
policy for England, but to crystallize 
and give leadership to the Jatent pro- 
tectionist sentiment of the old minor- 
ity, modernize it by addition of protec- 
tion for manufacturers as it js known 
in Germany and America, throw 
round it the glamor of Imperialism, 
and, aided by his own strong person- 
ality and by the unsettled condition of 
affairs following the South African 
war, he Was able to superimpose the 
result on the Conservative party, 
which then for the first time in’ sixty 
years became fully identified with the 
policy of protection 

Second, it must be remembered, 
and this is the point I wish specially 
to emphasize, that protection, as it 
has been advanced in england, does 
not mean primarily protection for 
manufacturing industry. It means 
first and foremost protection for the 
jand, That was the protection of the 
old days, The corn laws meant pro- 
tection for agriculture. And quite 
naturally the basis of the revival of 
protection, which we know as tariff 
reform, was the old idea of protection 
for agriculture, But the shrewd 


men who were formulating this new 
polley reeognized that food taxes 
would be quite as unpopular jn 1908 


as they had been in 1846; they would 
constitute a pill which the nation 
would not accept, unless jt might be 
induced to do so if surrounded with 
& generous coating of sugar. And 
they therefore proceeded to produce 
the necessary sugar. 
Important Mowifications, 

This took the form of two jmportant 

modifieations of the program of food 


taxes’ First, there was the colonial 
Preference. It was argued that if 
colonial Wheat was admitted at a 


lesser duty than the regular duty, or, 
as the proposal has latterly become, 
if colonial wheat was admitted duty 
free, the cost of bread to the British 
consumer would not be increased. 1 
Will not discuss how it ts proposed 
that the one policy could at once pro- 
tect the English agriculturist, not in. 
crease the cost of food, and at the 
same time increase the price of wheat 
to the colonial farmer, but what 1 
Wish to make clear is that the colonial 
preference, instead of being, as Cana- 
dians may have been disposed to be- 
lieve, the keystone of the tariff reform 
structure, js better described as an 
afterthought to meet the higher cost 
of bread argument, and at the same 
time to throw around the figure the 
halo of Imperialism. 

I should interject that the tariff re- 
form leaders in England do not now 
say that the preference would result 
in increased prices to the colonial 
farmer, I heard Austen Chamber- 
juin during the campaign, and what 
he was carefu] to argue was that the 
preference would result in such a vast 
expansion of colonial wheat-growing 
that the price of wheat in England 
Would be kept down 

Taxes on Food, 

And now we come to the second 
modification of the old food tax pro- 
posals. This is protection of certain 


manufacturing industries. Here the 
arguments are familiar, The protec. 
tionist points to shop windows filled 
with German and American goods. He 
can point to the large warehouses of 
German and American factories that 
dot London, ance plead that properly 
adjusted tariffs would clear the made- 
in-Germany and made-in-America 
labels from the shop windows, and re- 
place the warehouses by factories em- 
ploying British workmen Undoubt- 
edjy, that argument is based on fact.

I would therefore present, as an 
analysis of the tariff reform policy of 
the past seven years, that it consists 
primarily of food taxes, the colonial 
preference proposals and the manu- 
tucturing protection desired by only 
a fraction of the manufacturers being 
distinetly subsidiary, 

Well, when I went to England I fear 
1 Was still under the influence of the 
enthusiasm of some of the ardent 
tariff’ reformers who have, during the 
past few years, addressed this club. 
At all events I was quite prepared to 
find tarif{t reform on the verge of ac- 
compiishment. It seemed that the 
next Unionist victory could not be long 
delayed, and that with it would come, 
automatically, the policy of tariff re- 
form, But on this question I quickly 
encountered a series of surprises My 
first investigation was in Scotland, 
There 1 found that in spite of an ac- 
Uve campaign, the tariff reformers 
hud made practically no impression.

Then I visited the North of Eng- 
land, and came down to Yorkshire 
and Lancashire. Here 1 was not only 
surprised but astonished, not only at 
the lack of progress tariff reform was 
making, but at the enthusiasm of the 
free traders One expects to find 
veda) in the advocates of a new cause, 
indeed, no new cause can be success- 


ful without it, but here it was the 
party on the defensive that had the 


crusader's fervor, 

Then I came to London, 
again there was no evidence of any 
advance in the cause of protection. 
Landowners and special manufactur- 
ors, the two classes Which protection 
is designed to particularly help, com- 
pose only a smal! portion of London, 
London, with its vast population of 
eight million souls, is a city of trade, 
a city of barter, Manufacturing in- 
dustry is the exception The whole 
world comes here to buy and sell. And 
the supremacy of London among the 
cities of the world seems to have jts 
basis on free trade. As in Lanca- 
shire, there were plenty of Tories, but 
mighty few protectionists

recognized that there were 
many important centres I had not 
visited, but if you look up the 


census figures, as I did, to get the re-

How, I asked, could any party 


carrying tariff reform hope to win an 
election I had just about decided 
that the Conservative party in Eng- 
land should be credited With one of 
the most striking illustrations the 
world has seen of sacrificing mere 
political success to conviction and 
Principle, When the leader of the 
Conservative party made his famous 
Albert Hall speech, The relief, the 
jubilation, the rejoicing with which 
Mr Balfour's announcement was 
greeted by great sections of the party, 
including the press, could not be 
mistaken, and occasioned me no sur- 
prise, in view of My own  observa- 
tions, The Albert Hall meeting it- 
Self acted as if a millstone had just 
been taken from its neck, To say 
that tariff reform was put upon the 
shelf by Mr. Balfour's speech is not 
necurately to describe what happen- 
ed. Rather was Mr. Balfour's speech 


but the breath of wind which re- 
vealed the weakness of the whole 
Structure, and brought the house 
of cards tumbling down. 

Perhaps I do not need to explain 
further why tariff reform has failed. 
It failed because it js Opposed by 
powerful manufacturing and com- 


mercial interests ,and chiefly because 
ingrained deep down in the souls of 
Englishmen is the belief that under 
protection, particularly when it in- 
cludes food taxes, his living would 
cost him more, Where there are 
Yast Masses of the population to 
whom a difference of sixpence a week 
Means the difference between exist- 
ence and starvation, one can under. 
stand that proposals which may 
mean, however remotely, a possibility 
of increased cost of living will be ex- 
amined very warily 
Will Protection Carry 

Whether protection of manufac- 
tures alone will eventually carry Eng- 
land is pure speculation But to get 
rid of the food tax proposals, the pro- 
tectionist party must first do what the 
whole nation is trying to- get rid of 
the domination of the peers and ltand- 
owners 


And now we come to the = tasue 
Which was admittedly the issue on 
which the election was fought—the 
veto of the House of Lords. Mr. As- 
quith has been criticized for having 
this election at all As to why he 
insisted upon it there are two ex- 
Planations, one unofficial and there

fore plausible, and the official and 
theretore perhaps to be doubted. 
The official explapation ig that the 
election & year ago Was fought on the 
budget, and there Might have been 
some doubt as to Whether it gave the 
government a mandate on the Lords, 
The unofficial explanation js that Mr. 
Asquith, encouraged by the result of 
the by-election jn Walthamstow, en- 
couraged also by his new chief whip, 
the Master of Blibank, who found his 
organization ready and strong and 
was eager to try it out—thereby fur- 
nishing an argument tor advocates of 
peace that strong armaments do not 
always assure peace, but sometimes 
make for aggression and war-—the 
unofficial explanation js that Mr. As- 
quith thought he saw a chance of in- 
creasing his majority sufficiently 
free him of the domination of 
Irish party.

ut from whatever cause, the elec- 
tion was called, and the people asked 
to yote on the abstract question of 
Whether they wanted to abolish the 
veto power of the Peers, They were 
asked to decide the issue under cir- 
cumstances unusually free from pas+ 
sion and complicating jssues. 

The Previous Budget, 

The budget of a year ago, the least 
remote cause of the trouble, had bees 
accepted by everybody, and had as an 
issue sunk out of sight The bills 
killed and mutilated by the Lords dur- 
ing the years from 1906 to 1909, while 

| important, were not such as to ap- 
peal to the popular imagination. 
Ilome Rule complicated the issue to 
some extent, but its influence was 
undoubtedly on the side of the Lords, 
During the past year no new legisla- 
tion has been advanced by the Com- 
mons, and so there was nothing for 
the Lords to kill. There was a clear 
field for the decision of an abstract 
issue as to the veto of the Lords, 

Mr. Joseph Chamberlain in 
sulad days once said that the only 
thing he could find that the Peers 
had ever done for England was to get 
the Magna Charta from King John, 
and, he added, that was a long way 
back to go for a character And I 
Suppose there are some Canadiang 
Who believe that the right of veto 
held in the abstract and exercised re- 
Peatedly in the concrete by a band 
of hereditary rulers, many of them 
owing their wealth and position ori- 
ginally to plunder of public property, 
constitutes a condition that is 
lutely intolerable. And they no 
doubt wondered how there could be 
any doubt a&to the issue and hew 
any other result would be possible 
than that the government should 
sweep the country. Let me try to 
explain some of the reasons why the 
result Was not more sweeping; some 
of the handicaps under which the 
policy of abolition of the veto enter- 
ed the race. 

A Natural Reaction. 

First—There was the natural re- 
action against the government, qa re- 
action which is a well-known pheno- 
menon of Unglish polities. Ag far 
back as two years ago’ this reaction 
had already attained such magnitude 
against the present government that 
it Was at that time the general Oopin- 
ion that nothing could saye jt on the 
very first appeal to the country. Thig 
reaction was on the present occasion 
aggravated the fact that there 
Nave been three elections, with con- 
sequent disturbance of business, in a 
little more than four years, and some 
feeling that if these people could not 
get along without all this fuss they 
had better make way for some one 
who could. 

Second—-There was a stale register, 
This meant that jn many  constitu- 
encles the voters Who had moved 
aWay amounted to thirty or forty per 
cent, mostly Liberal, according to 
Liberals. 

Third—There wag plura} voting ang 
the spread out elections. This griev- 
ance has been aggravated in recent 
yeers by the introduction of the motor 
car, which makes it possible to get 
around the country easily. There are 
instances of one man polling in ag 
many as six constituencies in one 
day, and of men casting as many ag 
twenty votes during the election. It 
is estimated by Liberals that without 
plural voting all country ridings giv- 
ing Unionist majorities under three 
hundred would return Liberals, 

Fourth—The apparent imminence 
of Home Rule for Ireland, the mo- 
ment the veto of the Lords is abolish- 
ed, undoubtedly lost the Liberals 
many seats in England. 

Firth—The advocacy of the referen-

The Church Influence, 
Sixth—The jnfluence of the Church 
of England, traditionally Conserva- 
tive and recently irritated by the con- 
troversies of the Education Act, and 
by possible developments in Wal!>i, 
Was practically solid against the 
swovernment, 


Seventh—We have the brewery in- 
terest, described to me as the most 
powerful individual interest in all 


England, eminently respectable, with 
ramifications forming a network 
through every class in the commun- 
ity. The liquor trade, remembering 
recent aggression on the part of the 
Liberals, fearing also threats for the 
future, and remembering the ex- 
ceedingly beneficent Jegisiation of Mr. 
Balfour, were solid for the peers. 
Kighth—We have the landowners, 
Whose interests are common with the 
leondowning Peers, smarting under 
Lioyd George's land taxes, and hop: 
ing that Unionist victory might mean 
tariff reform, With its consequent, In- 
creased prices and increased rents. 
Ninth—-The direct influence of the 
Peers themselves is no small matter, 
Not only are their dependents and 
retainers strong numerically, but 
outside that, there is much friendly 
feeling towards them, Besides, if 
you go into community after com- 
munity throughout Kritain, you will 
find that the people depend upon the 
local hereditary magnate for all sorts 


of public service, They expect him 
to take part in the local govera- 
ment, and in dally administration of 
justice, and of the different govern- 
ing bodies of the district, And in a 
great number of cases he does so, 
often With credit to himeeif and ad-

Class Influence.

greeted every Liberal victory were 
overpowering. jt wag only trom the 
very topmost gallery that one ever 
heard the faintest suspicion of a Lib- 
eral cheer.

As 
an illustration, a lady canvasser on 
the Liberal side told me that on the 
street that had been allotted to her, 
consisting of shopkeepers, though 
half of them were naturally Liberal 
sympathizers, there was not a single 
one Who dared hang a Liberaj post- 
er in his window, This tendency of 
wealth to drift toward the Conserva- 
tive side I heard seriously deplored 
by a Conservative, who predicted tnat 
the ship of State would encounter fair 
weather only when the wealth of 
the nation was divided between the 
parties, Yet it is perhaps not to be 
wondered at. Men of Wealth fear 
What they call the spectre of Socia.- 
ism and the ladies and men, (oo, see

On the cortrary, I re- 
gard it as full of the ercatest signifi- 
cance. 

Has a Definite Purpose. 

The stubborn adherence to the posi- 
tion of a year ago, in View of the 
heavy odds against the abolition of 
the veto policy, which I have just en- 
deavored to outline, means that the 
democracy of England has a definite 
purpose, and has a tenacity and a 
determination in the pursuit of that 
purpose not paralleled since the days 
Of previous political revo|utions. It 
is determined first to get rid of the 
absolute despotism of the little group 
of men who speak for the House of 
Lords, and who in matters of genera) 
legislation exercise a power and con- 
trol that could scarcely exceeded 


under any system of absolute mon- 
archy, a system which Britons long 
ago abolished. That will be one 
step. But it is unlikely that the 
movement wil] stop there. I do 


not mean to predict that there is any 
immediate danger of single chamber 
government, nor do | propose to dijs- 
cuss the merits of that issue, though 
there are prominent members of the 
Liberal party in England who point 
out with force that already England 
has in respect of nearly all the fun- 


damental matters of State a single 
chamber system. The jssues of war, 
of peace, Of treaties, of police, of 


finance, are decided without interfer- 
ence by the House of Lords, and it is 
Pointed out that it is only in domes- 
tic legislation affecting the ordinary 
daily lives of Englishmen that the in- 
terference of the Upper Chaimber 
comes in, But at present the ques- 
tion of single chamber government 
is not an issue. I would judge that 
there js about as much chance of Mr. 
Asquith proposing to abolish the 
Second Chamber ag there is of our 
seeing an announcement tomorrow 
that Sir Wilfrid Laurier proposes to 
nationalize the railways of Canada. 
Not Democrat); Enough, 

But before abolishing the Second 
Chamber I am not sure that the 
ftiouse of Commons js as demoernti> 
as the masses desire. The ever pre- 
sent and ever dominating system of 
caste seems to have reared its head 
even in that democratic institution. 
In Canada We 4re disposed to grumble 
about government by caucus. In 
Britain I was informed that they 
have not even government by cavcus; 
that the members of the government 
party are rarely, if ever, consulted; 
that even what is known as the Radi- 
cal wing, which meets occasionally, 
is hoodwinked by its nominal leaders, 
headed by a sham Radical, Sir Chas. 
Dilke; that a little clique of, say, 25 
members in the House of Commons, 
keep within their little circle. ail 
power; that, in other words, what is 
known as real responsible govern- 
ment is non-existent, If this Js. 80 
there is work for a militant demo- 
eracy before it reaches Its Second 
Chamber, 

The democracy of England proposes 
to get control of its Second Chamber, 
to get if necessary real contro] of its 
First Chamber. It proposes to at- 
tack privilege and class rule and des- 


potism anywhere and everywhere it 
shows its head, 
Concerning the Future, 
And now, what of the immediate 


future? I am not going to prophecy 
in specifie terms. But I will express 
a belief in general terms that Mr. 
Asquith. will be safest if he adopts a 
strong course straight ahead, !f he 
accepts the verdict of the people as an 
instruction to abolish the veto, to give 
& measure of Home Rule to Ireland, 
to go ahead With temperance reform,

That 
speech brought Redmond and Barnes, 
the Labor leader, and Dalziel an:

Hardie to their feet in white anger, 
But more significant than = anything 
that happened inside the House was 
the revolt in the country. The vo- 
alition struck, not merely Irish and 
Laborites and Radicals, but more or 
less moderate Liberals as well. They 
melted aWay like the outgoing tide 
and left their leader maroonel.

What Weakness Will Do,

What is the lesson for Canada” 
my mind it was indicated in the scho- 
larly and interesting address heard 
by this club two weeks ago from Mr.

GREAT PROGRESS 


HIS WORK WITH U.S, SENATE ON 
TARIFF AGREEMENT HAS 
BEEN FRUITFUL, 


Waehington, Feb. 8—Much depends 
on the Democratic senatorial confer- 
ence on Friday as to the ultimate 
result of President Taft's Canadian 
reciprocity plan. It is not surprising, 
in view of the closeness of the prob- 


able vote on this question in the fin- 
ance committee of the Senate and the 
Senate itself, that President Taft was 
quoted as saying today to prominent 
Senators that a special session will 
be called if the Canadian reciprocity 
agreement shall be bottled up with- 
out a fair “showing of hands" on the 
question. 

That President Taft has made re- 
markeble progress in his effort to 
bring the Senate to an agreement on 
the reciprocity plan is disclosed by 
the comments of leading Republican 
senators today to the effect that if 
the Democrats stand anything like 
solid in favor of the agreement, its 
passage through the Senate ‘seems to 
be assured, 

The only stumbling block is the 
finance committee which may refuse 
to report the bill. Of thirty-five De- 
mocratic senators, it is stated that 
possibly seven are opposed to the- 
agreement. The conference on @riday 
may change the situation by bringing 
about a lineup of the solid Demo- 
cratic vote for the proposition. / 

Paper Man to Appear. 

John Norris, chairman of the paper 
committee of the American Newspaper 
Publishers’ Association will appear 
tomorrow before the ways and means 
committee of the House with facts 
and figures in support of the ennact- 
ment without the change of a sylla- 
ble of the wood pulp and paper pro- 
position of the Canadian reciprocity 
agreement. 

Mr. Norris said tonight that there 
was oO truth in the published stories 
to the effect that these provisions 
admitted of a doubtful interpretation 
as to their meaning. He expressed 
the cpinion, moreover, that the agree- 
ment as it stands, would be rati 
fled by the House thy at least two 
thirds majority.

8—With a view to the 
establishment of a limited number of 
echolarships applicable to students of 
Canadian universities, the Dominion 
wovernment has been requested to 
endo'y research work in Canadian his- 
tory, and it is considered there is 
«very likelihood of its doing so. 

The plan ag outlined is that a tim- 
ited number of students chosen from 
the different universities of the coun- 
try, should pursue at the Canadian 
archives building here research stud- 
jes in Canadian history, the work to 
be done during the midsummer va- 
cation, The government is asked to 
pay their expenses while at work 
Such a plan, if carried out, would en. 
able some of the future leaders of 
thought In the country, who would be 
carefully selected from the hovor lists 
of their respective alma maters to 
ptudy if detail certain phasés of Can- 
udian history before entering on their 
careers. They will examine in the 
archives original documents bearing 
eon different subjects, and will write 
essuys on them for publication, thus 
placing before the public in easily 
apprehended form Much of the valu, 
oble material that the governmeit has 
spent money to get, 

As at first proposed, the plan was 
that the universities should defray 
the expenses of their students, acting 
in unison in this regard, but it is 
now hoped the government will Tecog- 
nize the importance of the work and 
bear the cost.
